ACK IN 1899, in a little shabby room in the cld 
Business High School, dignified by the name 
of “library,” a small group of earnest and en- 
thusiastic members of the graduating class met 
to plan and organize an association that should be 
of mutual benefit to both student and graduate.

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Up to that time lack of money had been a handicap, but with 


the new school came new ideas in the Management of the Associa- 
tion; and a feature, distinct in the school history of this city, was 
added. In June, 1907, the First Alumni Excursion to Marshall 
Hall was held. This sprang into favor at once, not only as a means 
of bringing together old graduates who had not met for years, but 
because of its financial success, as a means of promoting the work 
of the Employment Department. The funds received in this way 
have warranted the enlarging of the Employment Department, 
until now this work is under a Secretary who has a most able and 
efficient assistant in Mr. Charles Hart of the Faculty, to whose 
indefatigable work on behalf of the Association the Department 
owes its unprecedented success. It was also found necessary in the 
last two vears to employ a clerk to be constantly at the School, an 
innovation which probably no other High School Alumni Asso- 
ciation can boast of. To give an idea how the work has grown, of 
the 57 members of the February, 1913, graduating class, 51 joined 
the Alumni, and of these 49 secured positions through its efforts. 

In pursuing its policy of cementing the bond between the High 
School and the Alumni, two Business boys were sent to the Phila- 
delphia Commercial High School in April, 1913, as the guests of 
the Alumni Association, to observe the methods employed in simi- 
lar high schools. The result was most satisfactory and the re- 
ports showed that the boys had made the most of their opportunity.

At the end of the first semester, the company lost one of its 
most popular and efficient officers. Lieutenant Barrett was com- 
pelled to leave school, and a promotion all along the line was 
made necessary.

It took hard work on the 
part of every man, coupled with a spirit of pride in his company, 
to do it. It was the result of being prepared. 

In the Competitive Drill, Company G went on the field confi- 


dent that it could put up a good drill, and it did it. Although 
Company G did not get the flag, it showed more steadiness, 
snap, and head work on the field than at any time during the 
year when it put up some beautiful exhibitions of drill. We 
may well be proud of Company G of 1913 and those of its mem- 
bers who enlist next year should try their utmost to make the 
company to which they are assigned a better one than Company 
G was this year.

During the year the Ee oie : ae ess than $20,000, 
The largest number of depositors recorded last year was about 500, 
and this year over 900 depositors enrolled their names in the Bank's 
ea important resolution adopted by the Directors this year was 
to pay interest on deposits. The bank is — paying 3 per cent 
quarterly compound interest on balances of $5.00 left in the bank 
for three months. The first interest was paid on April I. 

Another feature inaugurated was the new column in the Barancy 
Sueet, known as “What's What in Banking, dealing with ques- 
tions pertainng to practical phases of banking. The articles con- 
tributed to this column are by prominent local bankers, and leading 
business men. 

One of the chief features of the Bank are the monthly Directors’ 
meetings. These meetings are for the purpose of discussing vari- 
ous questions of the Bank and keeping the Board of Directors in- 
formed as to the Bank’s progress. The Directors were particularly 
fortunate in obtaining Cashiers and Presidents of local banks to ad- 
dress these meetings. The speakers talked on practical banking 
and thoroughly explained the methods of various financial institu- 
‘tions. Among those who addressed the meetings were Mr. John J. 
Howard, Cashier Seventh Street Savings Bank; Mr. John J. Evans, 
Assistant Cashier Riggs National Bank; Mr. John T. Riordon, 
Cashier Bank of Commerce and Savings, and Mr. John T. Poole, 
President Federal National Bank. Several members of the faculty 
also addressed the meetings.
